Claims 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticipated by 
Weinschenk et al., US 6,645,246 Bl . The embodiment of Figures 4-6 includes a posterior 
portion comprising optic 116 and/or the posterior part of outer element 114 and adapted to move 
a first distance in a forward direction (column 6, lines 1-2; column 9, lines 62-67; claims 19 and 
34; etc.), an anterior portion comprising the anterior part of outer element 114, and arms 72 
extending radially outwardly from the anterior optic (Figures 5 and 6; column 9, lines 14-18). 
The anterior optic moves a greater distance forwardly than does the posterior optic because of 
the reshaping of the anterior optic (column 9, lines 53-55; Figures 5 and 6). 

Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The Applicant's remarks have been considered but are deemed to be moot in view of the 
new grounds of rejection, which were necessitated by the added limitations pertaining to the 
arms (claim 13), the posterior-most optic (claims 14 and 15), etc. Therefore:
